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EEEKING OUT A LIVING

School
Named
Arnold

Ladeene Elementary School
was renamed Joseph Arnold
School by the Torrance Board
of Education at Monday nlghl'
meeting.

The Trustees also approved
plans for the new plant, nam-
ed for the former board mem-
ber who died recently.

It was renamed at the sug-
gestion of Trustee Bert Lynn.

Arnold School is expected to
cost $120,600 for site develop-
ment and $652,800 for con-
struction. The building will
cost $558,700 and ‘will include
14 regular classrooms, two
kindergarten rooms, and three
rooms for special students,

THE BOARD also approved
plans for a new athletic field
for Torrance High School to
replace the present one,

The present field will be de-
molished at the end of the fall
football season. The new track
will be used in the spring of
the 1962-63 year.

Continuing their battle to
put school cafeterias on a self-
supporting basis, the Board ap-
proved a slight increase in the
price of some foods for the
coming year,

THE MAJOR change was a
5-cent increase in the ele-
mentary pupil lunch, which is
the major item:in cafeteria
sales,

In other action, Kurt Shery
questioned the emphasis plac-
ed on communism in “The

Dr, Shery inquired if the
Communists were painted all
black or if ‘they were given
credit for their progress,

He wanted a positive ap-

Study

Torrance trustees. passed. a $13,740,223 - publication
budget at Monday night's school board meeting.

The district passed the publication budget to meet a
July- 20 deadline to file budgets with the Los Angeles
County Superintendent of Schools.

With undistributed reserves,
the publication budget will
come to $15,652,483, The bud-
get was adjusted to reflect the
adition of two vice-principals
and the elemination of all food
services expenditures from the
General Fund.

The total assessed valuation
for the budget was some $12
million less than the figure
used in compiling the budget
study and the tentative budget.

S. E. WALDRIP, assistant
superintendent in charge of
finance, said that during bud-

get study, he had assumed as-
sessed valuation would reach

$262,000,000. It totaled enly
$250,422,000.

The figure is five per cent

more than the $238,683,000 of

a year ago,

A final decision on the bud-
get is expected to come at the

Board's Aug. 6 meeting.

Decision on
Request Due
By Council

Backers of a request to permit construction of a 1,000-
seat theater on city airport property at Crenshaw and Pa-
cific Coast Highway heard their suggestion criticized on
several fronts Tuesday night before the City Council voted
to withhold. a decision until next Tuesday.

Officials of Jefferson, Inc.,
developers of the Rolling Hills
Plaza Shopping Center on the
east side:of Crenshaw Boule-
vard, had requested a variance
to their lease to permit con-
struction of the wolk-in theater
in conjunction with the center.

Andrew J. Brennan, chair-
man of the Aircraft Owners
Committee, ‘told members “of
the Airport: Commission that
“Torrance airport is in  the
path of destiny.” He said the
coming boom in aviation would
seem to rule against operation
of a theater at the east end of
the airport.

HE WAS BACKED by three
members of the ' commission
who spoke of the hazards pre-
sented, and later voted to
recommend denial of the re-
quest.

Commissioner Jack Brown
said he “could not see the city
asking for approval of a
$1,225,000 bond issue to clear
the west end of the airport and
then encumber the east end
this way."

He was supported by Com-
missioners Homer Morgan and
Joe Doss while President Bob
Herrick and Commissioner
Tom Abrams voted against
denying the request,

HERRICK denied that the
theater would lie in the ap-
proach zone or would consti-
tute a hazard to the operation
or development of the airport.

“We're going to get a theater
in any event,” he said, “On the
Jefferson lease, we can regu-
late the type we'll get."

Herrick was referring to an
announcement made this week
by George Graziadio, president
of * Golden State Properties,
that a theater would be erect-
ed on their airport leasehold

on the west side of Crenshaw.

At a later. meeting Tuesday,
the City Council voted to hold
the entire matter for a week
to collect morg information on
the request,
